Thomas said the labor organization does 
not claim competence in the question of 
the organizing or merits haere. of agricul- 
tural production and that it wished to 
be heard to make it clear that although 
La Pradelle, speaking for the French 
Government, had recently stated to the 
Court that the International Labor Of- 
fice desired to expand its competence 
in the agricultural sphere beyond that 
accorded to it by treaty,| this was not 
the case, as the permanent court could 
prove, 

Mr. Thomas pointed out that on the 
contrary all the activity of the labor or- 
ganization proved that with scrupulous 
care it had always remained within the 
limits of its competence fixed by the 
peace treaty.

REFORM OF COURT PROCEDURE. 
~ Chief Justice Tarr’s address yester- 
day at the meeting of the American 
Bar Association in San Francisco deals 
chiefly with Federal procedure. The 
two projected reforms are the abolition 
of appeals, as of right, to the Supreme 
Court and the substitution of reviews 
only by permission of the court; and 
the proposal to authorize the Supréme 
Court to make rules for the conduct of 
actions at law, thus unifying through- 
out the United States a procedure that 
is now as diverse as the practice that 
obtains in the several States. 

The latter reform has for a number 
of years been earnestly advocated by 
the American Bar Association, but has 
been retarded by the inertia of the 
profession, as also by the active op- 
position of those who fear that_they 
will be obliged to learn a new system. 
The best thought of the profession un- 
doubtedly favors the plan. A uniform 
system of pleading throughout the 
United States is desirable, if for no 
other reason, because, being carefully 
drafted by the Supreme Court, with 
the aid of other Judges and of practic- 
ing lawyers, it may be expected to be a 
model of brevity and simplicity, to 
which the several States would be 
likely in time to conform. The Su- 
preme Court has from: the beginning 
framed the rules governing practice 
in’ equity and in admiralty, and has 
by its latest equity rules greatly sim- 
plified a recondite branch of pro- 
cedure. 

The Chief Justice advocates also 
that complete blending of law and 
equity which has so long been, the 
dream of English and American law 
reformers and which seems to have 
been more nearly achieved in England 
than in this country. The wide differ- 
ences between law and equity have al- 
ways been a mystery to laymen, who 
cannot understand why equity grew 
up alongside the common law, to cor- 
rect its deficiencies and mitigate its 
harshness. The State of New York 
undertook in 1848 to abolish the dis- 
tinction between suits in equity and 
actions at law and to blend the two 
systems, but without much success. 
This was perhaps owing to the failure 
to provide, as was done in England, 
that wherever.a rule of law differed 
from ‘a rule of equity the equitaple 
rule should be preferred and applied. 
To-be sure, law and equity have in 
this State been administered by. the 








have. been vas distinct as when the 
Court of ‘Chancery flourished or. as 
they still are in the Federal courts; 
and at least until tie Civil Practice 
act of 1921 it was not uncommon to 
see a plaintiff turned out of the Su- 
preme Court bécause he had entered 
by the door marked “ Equity ’’ when 
he. should have entered through the 
door marked ‘ Common Law.”

SOLDIER RELIEF AND THE BONUS, 

When. Senator Borau said, on July 
6,* that ‘* we are now paying out an- 
‘* nually $438,000,000,, or more than 
** $1,000,000 ;every day, to maintain 
‘our disabled veterans,’’ his estimate 
was conservative. The United’ States 
Veteran Bureau has just reported that 
$481,000,000 \was expended in the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1922. Dis- 
bursements for the present fiscal year 
are calculated at $513,693,000, or at 
the rate of $1,407,000 a day. Notice 
is served on the country that the 
** péak ’’ will not be reached for sev- 
eral years, and it is believed that al- 
most $1,000,000,000 will soon be re- 
quired of Congress every year for the 
care of disabled and incapacitated 
soldiers. For the year ended June 30, 
1917, the total appropriations made 
by Congress amounted to $1,178,908, - 
965, and then came the avalanche: 
$18,144,861,745 for “the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1918, and $25,598,967, - 
518 for 1918-19. Thus was piled up 
a burden of debt which the taxpayers 
will have to carry after this gcnera- 
tion has passed. In ourm-own day it 
will always be a crushing load, and 
there could be no greater iniquity of 
statesmanship than to add to it un- 
necessarily. 

The obligation to care for, wounded 
and stricken veterans, the mutilated 
and~disabled, the diseased and help- 
less, will not be evaded by the coun- 
try. To the last dollar it will pay 
without demur. The day of billion- 
dollar Congresses, reckoning the ap- 
propriations of two regular. sessions, 
came'in about 1907. In the near fu- 
ture, when the expénse of supporting 
disabled veterans of the war is great- 
est, a Congress will appropriate well 
on to $2,000,000,000, or nearly 
$1,000,000,000 a year, for that purpose 
alone. Who.can doubt that pension 
raids would follow the bestowal of 
bonuses? If the Civil War and pre- 
vious wars cost the country $4,000,- 
000,000 in pensions up to the outbreak 
of the world conflict, what may not 
the pension bill be fifty years hence? 
The more the’ bonus-hunters: receive 
the more they will want. 

The passage of the McCumber Bonus 
bill by the Senate is still threatened. 
The raids for service pensions dur- 
ing the Cleveland and, Harrison Ad- 
ministrations were justified by as- 
serting that there was plenty of 
money in the Treasury to pay them. 


rNow, when deficits yawn and taxation 


is breaking the backs of the people, we 
have an indefensible bonus raid. ‘‘ It 
is proposed,’’ said Senator Borau, ‘‘ to 
“lay upon the American people’ at 
“this time in. the form of a bonus 
‘“‘an extra burden of from $4,000,-' 
** 000,000 to $6,000,000,000, nearly 
** twice as large as the debt we owed 
** at the close of the Civil War.” That 
in view of the needs of disabled veter- 
ans and the continuing and increas- 
ing expense of meeting them the Sen- 
‘ate should pass the Bonus bill, except 
as a gesture inviting the Presidential 
veto, seems inconceivable. 








THE MOSCOW TRIAL. 

The divine right of success has been 
vindicated by the Revolutionary 
Tribunal in Moscow. It has sentenced 
to death a dozen Socialist Revolution- 
ary leaders for trying vainly to do to 
the Bolsheviki in’ 1918 what the Bol- 
sheviki did to the Socialist Revolu- 
tionaries the year before. Two of the 
thirty-four defendants were acquitted; 
two or three others, who had tyrned 
State's evidence, were sentenced to 
death and then pardoned; the rest 
were sentenced to.jail.

THE TWO EISTEDDFODS. 

The Welsh Eisteddfod is on in the 
valley of Ammanfotd this week. A 
hundred thousand persons are expect- 
ed to be in attendance. ‘‘ As well the 
singers as the players on instruments” 
will be there. -It is the intéllectual 
festival of Walés, where works of lit- 
erature and music are adjudged and 
their authors or singers are crowned— 
though the democratic crowns are 
“‘degrees "’ and the thrones” are 
** bardic chairs.’’ Yesterday the chief 
singer of the loveliest land of song 
was expected, and the chief seat was 
reserved for the doughty Prime Min- 
ister, who still can speak melodiously 
and sing fervently in. his native lan- 
guage. 

It was. but a few years ago that a 
shepherd youth came down from some 
distant hillside.or out of some remote 
valley of Wales and with his bucolic 
song. won the prize for poetry. 
perished, with all his promise, in the 
fields of Flanders, but. the memory 
of this poet shepherd and soldier will 
be sung through the years aiong with 
that of their Darrpp Luoyrp of Lla- 
nystymdwy, who ‘‘ steered the red 
plough '’ in the Great War and who 
lived on in’ the golden age of Wales, 
when her sons or descendants. were 
premiers of the English-speaking 
world; at any rate, of Great Britain, 
America and Australia. 

In Downing Street another Eistedd- 
fod is being held. The Welsh arch- 
minstrel sits in the ‘* bardic chair,’’ 
which the appraising world has as- 
signed to him, his “hands a-tremble 
through all the sighing strings.'’ And 
in this Eisteddfod the whole ‘world ts 
an interested, anxious auditor, hoping 
that there will be harmonies in :pol- 
icy, and knowing that it-is only in 
symphonic action on the part of that 
small chorus from the nations of Eu- 
rope that there can be any cheer to 
the spirit of men. It is reported that 
Americans are to have important 
parts in the festival in Wales. At the 
Downing Street Eisteddfod, however, 
we are merely mute observers, where 
we might, as Signor SCHANZER has in- 
timated, lend a voice or sound an in- 
strument that could help make. a 
“whole concord ’”’ out. of the ‘ dis- 
cords of which this world consists. 


UNDRAMATIC ROYALTIES.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


Some cogitation is re- 
quired for finding even 
a plausible explanation 
for the seizure and 
putting out of operation 
by the Irish “ irregulars’’ of the cable 
and wireless stations on the west coast 
of the island. The. thing, of course, is 
outrageous—would be so at any time, 
and acquires a particular atrocity just 
néw when it is so essential to'a troubled 
world that all facilities for rapid and 
sure international communication should 
be available, 

It is not quite necessary, however, to 
ascribe the attacks on the stations ~to 
a malicious joy on the part of the muti- 
neers in destruction for its own take. 
It is probable; or at least possible, that 
they hope, by causing this peculiar sort 
of inconvenience and loss, to compel the 
British Government to abandon its 
policy of non-interference between the 
contending Irish factions and to send 
warships to drive the hic wixesraad from 
the stations. 

That would be, in a way, to side. with 
the Free State forces and it would give 
an excuse for renewing the charges of 
complicity between them and. the 
British. It would be a poor excuse, but 
no poorer than the others that already 
have been used.for the same purpose, 
both in Ireland and here, and to the 
unintelligent and the fanatical it might 
have the intended plausibility. 

Nf this is not the ‘explanation, there is 
nothing to do except to -accept, the 
theory of harm done for its own sake, 
by men who know that their cause is 
hopeless and are eager to spread ruin 
as far as they can before the coming 
of inevitable defeat. -

Auth” says, a good general _busihess 
training, and who can learn quickly 
any particular line of business; who 
possess common sense, a good person- 
ality, and with a judgment mellowed 
by. practical experience. 

But how -are those houses to know 
of. such men? By advertising or an- 
swering, advertisements? The writer has 
tried. both means without success. The 
age, the fact that such a man is out 
of business and seeking employment 
mitigate against his chances_of getting 
a hearing even. 

Except one succeeds by proper intro~ 
ductions in obtaining a fit position or 
unless he has enough capital to retire 
altogether or to re-enter some business 
for himself, the: type of men under dis- 
cussion will slip deeper into the rut and 
rust that often force high-grade and 
sensitive persons to humiliations and 
premature decay. ;

Hoop-Skirts,

A question about dress may seem too frivo- 
jous for TH® Tres to publish, but is it not 
important that the men and women of the 
present time should not regard their mothers 
and grandmothers as women who wore ridic- 
ulou¥ and immodest clothes? The idea that 
they did so seems to me quite common, and 
it is undoubtedly ‘derived from the stage. 

When an actress appears in the costume of 
the ’50s and ’60s, which included the hoop- 
skirt, she is quite certain, if she wishes to 
raise a laugh, to throw about her skirts in 
su¢h a way as to show beneath them a ridic- 
ulous pair of ‘ pantalettes,"* and no skirt 
whatever. 

An instance of this belief was noticeable 
lately when a college ‘president, wishing to 
defend thé girls of the present dey, and.to 
show that they are no worse in their manners, 
and customs than the girls of the past, re- 
marked that ‘“‘ we should remember the i{m- 
modesty of the hoop-skirt.”’ 

Now, as I myself wore one during my whole 
girlhood, I can speak with authority in say- 
ing that it was never worn without having 
below it an underskirt, which was longer 
than most of the dresses of the present day, 
Of course, that skirt was seen onlf wiien the 
Wearer was quite exceptionally’ careless. 
Women of any social, training learned to 
manage thein very elastic hoop-skirts with 
elegance and dignity. 

Let me add that on the stage the hoop- 
skirt is generally an anachronism, being al- 
most always part of every old-fashioned cos- 
tume.

The Relief Depart- 
ment is under the general administra- 
tion of an advisory committee of which 
the Vice President in charge of person- 
nel is a member and chairman: ex-offi- 
cio, and the superintendent of the.

In the lether written by Mr. G. Lindenthal 
tending to show the superiority and economy 
of constriction of bridges. over vehiculfr 
tunnels, with all respect- to Mr, Lindedthal 
as an experienced engineer. and famous 
bridge builder, some of his comparisons are 
inaccurate. 

Six out of the twelve traffic lanes of 
Manhattan Bridge are either»rapid transit 
or trolley lanes. ‘he cost of. construction 
of tunnels to provide for this kind of traffic 
is considerably less than the cost of a 
pasar The Fifty-ninth “Street tunnel and 

approaches, built fn 1917 when prices were 
higher than in 1907, having two lanes of 
traffic and being 7.320 feet. long, cost less 
than $4,250,000.: Twelve lanes of rapid 
transit traffic would cost less than. $25,500,- 

» Which.is less than the cost of Mai- 
hattan Bridge, which is 6,855 feet, long. 

In comparing. the cost of maintenance Mr, 
Lindenthal mentions the fact that a tunnel 
must be kept constantly lighted, while a 
bridge is lighted at night only. The cost 
of keeping’-the steel work on bridges well 
covered with paint, an item entirely elimi- 
nated in maintenance cost of tunnels, prob- 
ably more than covérs the cost of lighting 
the tunnel in daytime. 

There can, however, be no objection to the 
last statement of Mr. Lindenthal that the 
questions’. involved are so technical and com- 
plex as ‘to fequire ¢are and expert knowi- 
edge in presenting them for the purpose of 
infiven ing public opinion.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 10.—Chief 
Justice Taft of the United States Su- 
Preme Court embodied in an address 
today to the American Bar Association,

Urging that ‘‘the English precedent 
Certainly demonstrates the advantage of

.} old days, when business was light in 


all the Federal courts, the appeals and 
writs of error that were taken to the 
Supreme Court were not sufficiently 
numerous to occupy the full time of the 
Supreme Court, and the Justices were 
able to do a large amount of circuit 
work. ._ Indeed, under the statute, until 
recent vears, a circuit justice was re- 
quired to visit each district in the ae 
cuit to which he was assigned once in 
two years. As the appellate business 
grew, however, this rule--became more 
honored in the breach than in the ob- 
servance, and it has now been properly 
repealed. Its -~ existence, however, 
showed that there was a time when its 
obligation was not unreasonable. 
In/1891 a new intermediate court was 
created—the Circuit Court of Appeals, 
one to each circuit—and the circuit 
judges were ultimately increased so as 
o give three circuit: judges for each 
Court of Appeals. Appeals were al- 
lowed from the courts of first instance 
to the Circuit Court of Appeals, and, 
speaking generally, the ‘Judgments of 
the new court in cases depending on 
diverse citizenship, patent cases, 
miralty cases and criminal cases were 
made final, unless they involved a Fed- 
eral Constitutional question. This very, 
radical change was made necessary by!

Much of the time of the court 
is consumed in the hearing of such cases, 
and the regular docket is delayed. 


Supreme Court Proposes a New Bill. 


The members of the Supreme Court 
have become so anxious to avoid another 
congestion like that of the decade before 
1891 that they have deemed it proper 
themselves to prepare a new bill*amend- 
ing the jurisdiction of the Supreme 
Court and to urge its Passage. It is now 
pending in both houses of Congress. The 
act of 1891 introduced into the Appel- 


late system a discretionary jurisdiction 
of the Supreme Court over certain 
classes of cases. If proceeded on the 
theory that, so far as the litigants were 
concerned, their rights were sufficiently 
protected by having one trial in a court 
of first instance and one appeal to a 
court of appeal, and that an appeal to 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
should only be allowed in cases whose 
consideration would be in the pubtic in- 
terest. 

Accordingly, under existing law, ap- 
peals in diverse citizenship cases, in 
patent cases, in bankruptcy cases, in 
admiralty cases and in criminal cases, 
not involving Constitutional questions, 
can reach the Supreme Court for review 
only when that court shall, after con- 
sideration of the briefs and record, deem 
it in the public interest to, grant the 
writ of certiorari. By the act of 1916 
this discretionary power of the court 
was extended and its obligatory juris- 
diction reduced, as to review of State 
court judgments, so that now the only 
questions which can come by writ of 
error from a State court to the Su- 
preme Court as a matter of right are 
those in which the validity of a State 
statute or authority or of a Federal 
statute or authority under the. Constitu- 
tion has been the subject of considera- 
tion by the State court and has been 
sustained in the former, or denied. in 
the latter case. All Constitutional ques- 
tions arising in the Federal courts, that 
is, in the district courts or the Circuit 
Courts of Appeals subject-to review may 
under existing laws be brought to the 
Supreme Court as of right. 

The new bill increases this discretion- 
ary appellate jurisdiction now vested in 
the Supreme Court so that no case of 
any kind can be taken from the Circuit 
Court of Appeals to.the Supreme Court 
of the United States without application 
for a certiorari. Obligatory appeals 
from all other ceurts subordinate to the 
Supreme Court of the United States, ex- 
cept from the Federal district courts in 
a limited number of cases and from 
the State courts, are also abolished, 
and only review by certiorari in pro- 
vided. This includesS.the Court of Ap- 
peals of the District of Columbia: and 
the Court of Claims, as well as the terri- 
torial courts.. Direct appeals from the 
district courts to the Supreme Court in 
jurisdictional and: Constitutional ques- 
tions are abolished, and such questions 
are to reach the Supreme Court only 
through the Circuit Courts of Appeals. 
These changes, it is thought, will give 
the Supreme Court such control over 
the business as that it can catch up 
with its docket. f ; 

The objection urged to the bill is that 
it gives the Supreme. Court too wide dis- 


tion of the cases on the applications for 
wy a is impossible. This is special- 
insisted on in respect to Constitu- 
tional questions that do not involve the 
validity of a State statute or a Federal 
statute. . : 

The bill has been recommended by the 
members of the Court only after a very 
full consideration of the subject. They 
are convinced that it is the best and 
safest method of avoiding arrears on 
their docket. It does not need an ex- 
tended and -close argument upon the 
merits of a question to enable the Court 
to decide whether it is important enough 
in a public sense to justify its consid- 
eration. : 

It is not necessary upon. such an ap- 
plication for ‘the Court to decide the is- 
sues which were ‘considered below. That 
is not what the certiorari should turn 
on, e -Court ‘can. quickly acquire 
knowledge of the nature of the questions 
in the case from the briefs filed. To 
give an oral_argument in such applica- 
tions would be Leg 4 to defeat the pur- 

se of the. bill. ‘Every brief presented 
s carefully ex ned by each member 
‘of the Court, and every case.is discussed 
and voted on... The cases-that.are most 
pressed upon-the: Court for the writ of 
certiorari are not the cases that involve 
serious Constitutional questions. The

Various methods have been adopted 
to limit appeals to courts of last resort. 

But 
that puts the privilege within the reach 
of the longer purse. Again, .classifica- 
tion by subject matter has been at- 
tempted, but this has not prevented clog- 
ging the docket with cases presenting no 
question. of general interest or diffi- 
culty. In California, in Ohio and other 
States the Legislature’ has extended to 
the State Supreme Court a discretion, 
after preliminary and summary exami- 
nation, to grant or deny appeals. 


Unjust Criticism of the Court. . 


The failure of the Supreme Court to 
lay down defnite rules for. determining 
the cases in which certioraris should be 
granted has called for adverse comment. 
This is unjust. Certain general rules 
have been laid down, The writ is used 
to secure uniformity of decision in sub- 
ordinate courts of appeal and to decide 
questions of general public importance 
which are not well settled. It is said 
that this is vague. -But the very postu- 
late upon which the discretion is granted 
is that definite rules for determining the 


appealable cases have not proved satis- 
factory, and that it is better to let the 
Supreme Court ee between ques- 
tions of real public importance and 
those whose decision is only important 
to the litigants. 

The members of the court have recom- 
mended the new bill to Congress because 
they believe it to be the most effective 
way of speeding the disposition of causes 
before it, and therefore speeding justice. 
The gain which the arrears have made 
upon the court durfmg this last year 
down to July 29 is represented by sev- 
enty cases, or 18 per cent., and, while 
the court will probably make an effort 
to reduce the arrears, the prospect is, 
in view of the great addittons to busi- 
ness in the subordinate courts, that the 
a will fall further and further be- 
sind, 

I may speak of a secondary reason why 
this bill should pass. The statutes de- 
fining the jurisdiction of the Supreme 
Court and of the Circuit Courts of Ap- 
peal are not as clear as they should ‘be. 
It is necessary to consult a number of 
them in order to find exactly what the 
law is, and I regret to say that without 
clarification by a revision the law as to 
the jurisdiction of the Supreme Court 
and of the Circuit Courts of Appeal is 
more or less a trap, in which counse 
are sometimes caught. This bill removes 
all technical penalties for mistaken ap- 
pellate remedies. 

Of course amendments could be made 
which would easily cut down the work 
of the Supreme Court, if Congress 
wishes to adopt a different function for 
the Federal Courts than they now have. 
If it chooses to abolish the inferior Fed- 
eral Courts or take away their jurisdic- 
tion in diverse citizenship cases and in 
cases involving a Federal question, as 
has been suggested by some, it would 
relieve business congestion in. them and 
in the Supreme Court. The theory is 
advanced that a citizen of one State 
now encounters no prejudice in the trial 
of cases in the State Courts of another 
State, and -that the. Constitutional 
ground for the diverse citizenship of 
Federal Courts has ceased to~ operate. 
If the time has come to cut down the 
subject matter of Federal judicial juris- 
diction, it simplifies much the question 
of the burden of work in the Federal 
courts, but that has not been the ten- 
dency of late years. : 

I venture to think that theré may be 
a strong’ dissent from the view that 
danger of local prejudice in State courts 
against non-residents is at an end. ti- 
gants from the Eastern part of the 
country who are expected to invest 
their capital in the West or South will 
hardly concede the proposition that their 
interests as creditors will be as sure 
of impartial judicial consideration in a 
Western or Southern State court as in 
a’ Federal court. The material ques- 
tion is not ‘so much whether the jus- 
tice administered is actually. impartial 
and fair as it is whether it is thought 
to be so by those who are considering 
the wisdom of. investing their capital in 
States where that capital is needed for 
the promotion of enterprises and indus- 
trial and commercial progress. 

No marie element in our governmental 
system..has done so much to secure 
capital for the legitimate development 
of enterprises throughout the West and 
South-as the. existence of Federal courts 
there, with a jurisdiction to hear diverse 
citizenship cases. But, of course, the 
taking away of fundamental jurisdiction 
from the Federal Courts is within the 
power of Congress, and it is’ not for 
me to discuss such a legislative policy. 
My suggestions are intended to meet 
the situation as it is and.-to secure 
some method 4 which the litigation 
under existing law may be promptly 
and justly dispatched. 


Equity Versus Law Courts. 


An important improvement in the civil 
practice in the Federal Courts is one 
that in my judgment ought to have been 
made long ago. It is the abolition of 
two. separate courts, one of equity and 
one of law, in the consideration of civil 
cases. It has ‘been preserved in the 
Federal court doubtless out of respect 
for a distinction. which is. incorporated 
in the description of the F acne power 
granted to the Federal vernment in 
the Constitution of the United States. 
But many ‘State ‘courts have years ago 
abolished the distinction and properly 
have: brought ‘all. litigation’ in Their 
courts into one form of civil action. No 
Bent of a litigant to a trial by jury on 

ny issue upon which he was. entitled 
to the right of trial by jury at common 
law ne be abolished ‘by the change. 
This is shown by the every-day practice 
in any State court that. has a code of 
civil procedure. The same is true 
with reference to the many forms of 
equitable relief which -were- introduced 
by the Chancellor to avoid the inelas- 
ticity, the rigidity, inadequacy and in- 
justice of common. law rules and reme-

Example of English Courts -Cited. 

The same problem arose in the courts 
of England and has been most success- 
fully solved. ‘By the Judicature Act of 
1873, Parliament vested in one tribunal, 
the Supreme Court of: Judicature, the 
administration of\ law and equity im 
every cause coming before it. By sub- 
sequent acts, the divisions of that court 
were reduced ,to three, the King’s 
Bench, Equity and Probate, Divorce and 
Admiralty, asxthey now are. They are_ 
all merely parts of the same court, but 
for convenience the suits are brought in 
those divisions respectively correspond- 
ing to the remedies sought. If it hap- 
pens that what would have been er: 
ble relief is sought in the King’s Bench, 
it may be granted there, but it is more 
likely to be assigned to the. Equity Di- 
vision, and vice versa. ,Judges familiar 
with the ee. ractice are appointed 
to the Equit sion, and those fa- 
miliar with the law side of the practice 
are sent to the King’s Bench. ~ Then 
there has grown up a separate branch 
of the High Court in which only com- 
mercial cases are heard, and to that 
court judges familiar with the law of 
merchant and commercial contracts and 
customs are assigned. 

There is the same division of the prac- 
tice among the barristers under the in- 
fluence of the older separation of law 
and equity administration, but the 
courts of the High Court, now all one 
court, with full power to give any kind 
of relief the nature of the case requires. 
Parliament gave to a commission of the 
judges and representatives of the bar- 
risters and solicitors power -to. recom- 
mend rules of practice for this new sys- 
tem-and to,the courts to adopt them. 
The present procedure is the resu't of 
rules adopted in 1883, amended from 
time to time by the same authority as 
the experience with the existing rules 
showed the necessity. The rules and 
amendments are reported to Parliament 
for its rejection or amendent, but until 
that is ferthcoming they control the 
procedure,

the rules in the administration of Eng- 
lish justice. 1 am not competent to do 
so with accuracy of detail. I can only 
essay 2 most general description. If 
one will read .the contrast between the 
dreadful inadequacy of English courts 
and the administration of English jus- 
tice in 1837, whén Victoria ascended the 
throne, and their efficiency and ad- 
mirable work in 1887, when she cele- 
brated her golden jubilee. as described 
by Lord Bowen, one of the great Eng- 
lish Judges in his jubilee essay on the 
administration: of the law, he may well 
take courage as to what may be done 
ong ged system in the way of better- 
ng it. 


Change in English Court Procedure. 


Describing the result of the change of 
procedure by rules of court, Lord 
Bowen, in the essay already referred to, 


1 used these words: 


“A complete body of rules—which 
possess the great merit .of . elasticity 
and which (supject to the vote of Par- 
liament) is altered from time to time by 
the judges to meet defects~as they ap- 
pear—governs the procedure of the Su- 
preme Court and all its branches. in 
every cause, whatever its character, 
every possible relief can be given with 
or without a formal trial, with-dr with- 
out discovery of documents and inter- 
rogatories, as the nature of the case 
prescribes—upon oral evidence or_affi- 
davits, as is most convenient. Every 
amendment can be made at all times 
and all stages in any record, pleading 
or proceeding that is requisite for the 
purpose of deciding the real matter in 
controversy, It er be asserted with- 
out fear of contradiction that it is not 
possible in the year 1887_for an honest 
litigant in Her Majesty’s Supreme Court 
to be defeated by any mere technfeality, 
any slip, shy mistaken step in his liti- 
gation. The expenses of the law are 
still too heavy and have not diminished 
pari passu with other abuses. ‘But law 
has ceased to be a scientific game that 
may won or lost by playing some 
particdlar move.”’ 

The justness of this summary is thus 
upheld by that great jurist, Mr. Dicey: 

‘‘Any critic . who dispassionately 
weighs these sentences, notes their full 
meaning, and remembers that they are 
even more true in 1905 than in 1887, will 
partially understand the immensity of 
the achievement performed by Bentham 
and his school in the arnendment of pro- 
cedure—that is, in giving reality to the 
legal rights of individuals.” ; 

The means by which this’ reform was 
accomplished and the avowed object of 
the framers of the rules was to effect 
‘a change in procedure which would 
enable the Court at an early stage of the 
litigation to obtain control over the suit 
and exercise a close supervision over the 
proceedings in the action.’’ Thus could 
dilatory steps be eliminated, unnecessary 
discovery prevented, néeded_ discovery 
promptly had, and the, decks quickly 
cleared for the real nub of the case to 
be tried. ; 5 

It was first proposed to discard plead- 
ings, but this was abandoned. Suit is 
begun by service of a writ of summons, 
Shortly after the appearance of the de- 
fendant, a summons, for directions is 
issued to him,. at the‘ instance of the 
plaintiff, requiring him to appear. be- 
fore a Master or Judge to settle the 
future proceedings in the cause.

ess involving less than £300. The High 
Court of Judicature to which these rules 
of. procedure apply are centered in Lon- 
‘don, the Judges live there, .and,. while 
the assizes are held at various towns in 
England and. in Wales, access to Lon- 
don is. easy, and the.natural result is 
that -the important cases are sonecsly 
either brought to London or. ultimately 
reach there for their disposition. 

The division of the profession into bar- 
risters and solicitors-and the small nuni- 
ber of the active members of the bar 
as compared with -our. own make it 
easy to form an atmosphere of accom- 
modation on the part of counsel toward 
the court and toward one another which 
could hardly exist in the administration 
of justice in a Federal court covering 
all or half a State and involving litiga- 
tion in which the counsel who appear 
are engaged in that court in only a 
small part of their practice. The Eng- 
lish barristers only know their clients 
through the briefs of the case, which 
are handed them on which to conduct 
the cause in court. Their fees are fixed 
in advance and are not contingent. They 
present the. case in an impersonal way 
and are not tempted to use any: other 
than proper means for the protection of 
their clients’ interests: > 

his renders much less ‘common ef- 
forts at delay and tne use of legal pro- 
cedure to-prevent the prompt rendition 
of justice. More than this, the system 
of costs in the English.courts, in which 
the defeated party is made to pay the 
expenses of the other side, including 
solicitors’ and barristers’ compensation, 
restrains counsel by the fear of penal- 
ties always imposed for: useless proceed- 
ings, 

We could never adopt here the division 
of the bar into solicitors and barristers 
or the English —— of costs. But 
these differences should not prevent our 
using a great deal of what has proved 
| effective in the Boglish practice to sim- 
| plify procedure and speed justice in our 
| Federal courts. The Bnglish precedent 
| certainly demonstrates the advantage of 
{having the procedure by rules of court 
framed by those most familiar with the 
actual practice and its operation and 
most acute to eliminate its abuses and 
defects. 


Commission to Draft Amendments. 


What I would suggest is that Congress 
provide for a commission, to be ap- 
pointed by the President; of two Supreme 
Court Justices, two Circuit Judges, two 
District Judges, and three lawyers of 
prominence from a list recommended by 
the American Bar Association, to pre- 
pare and recommend to Congress amend- 


ments to the present statutes of practice 
and the judiciai code, authorizing a unit 
administration of law and equity in one 
form of civil action. . The act should 
provide for a permanent commission 
similarly created, with power to prepare 
a system of rules of procedure for adop- 
tion by the Supreme Court. -Power to 
amend from time to time should also be 
given, The rules and their amendments, 
after approval by the court, should be 
submitted to Congress,.for. its. action, 
but should become. effective. in six 
months if Congress takes. no aetion. 

In this way, the procedure would be 
framed hy t most familiar with it 
and by those whose duty it is to enforce 
it. The advantage of experiment in 
the laboratory of the courts would: fur- 
nish valuable ‘suggestions for bettering 
the. system. ‘The important feature of 
such a system is that needed action by 
the commission and the court will be 
sromptly taken, and the necessary delay 
n a Congress crowded with business 
may be avoided. , 

The reforms that I’ have been advo- 
cating involve some increase in the 
ower of the Judges of the courts, either 
n the matter of the assignmént of 
Judges, in the matter of the enlargement 
of the certiorari power, or in the adop- 
tion of more comprehensive rules of 
procedure. I am well aware that the 
will be opposed solely on this ground, 
and that the objection is likely to win 
support because of this. It is said that 
Judges like to amplify their powers, that 
this is human nature, and therefore the 
conclusion. is that their powers ought

' tlons submitted to the association to- 
night one .for the prohibition of the 
manufacture and sale of pistols and of 
cartridges: or ammunition designed to 
be used in them, ‘save as such manu- 
facture shall. be; necessary for govern- 
méntal and official use under proper 
legal regulation and’ control.’" ° 

‘““'We find that more than 90 per cent. 
of the crimes in this country are com- 
mitted by the use of pistols,” it was 
said in the report of the committee. 
*‘ We find that the laws prohibiting the 
carrying of firearms oF deadly weapons 
are ineffective—in fact, they work to 
the benefit.of the criminal rather than 
the law-abiding citizen.” ; 

The members of the committee were: 
Judge William P. Swaney of Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., Chairman; Judge Marcus 
Kevanagh, Chicago; former Governor 
Charles 8S. Whitman, New York; Wade 
H. Ellis, Washington, D. C., and 
Charles W, Farnham, St. Paul. 

‘‘The criminal situation in the United 
States, so far as crimes of. violence 
are concerned, is worse than that of 
any other civilized country,’’ the com- 
mittee déclared. ‘‘ Here there is less 
Tespect for law. From all available 
sources of information we estimate that 
there were more than 9,500 unlawful 
homicides ‘last year inthis country, 
that in 1920 there occurred not less than 
9,000 such homicides and that in no 
year during the last ten years did the 
umber fall- below 8,500. in other 
words, during the last ten years no 
less than 85,000 of << b egpe 

rished by poisons, by e pistol or 
ne knife ht by some other unlawful 
and deadly instrument. 

‘Burglaries have increased in _ this 
coyntry during: the last ten years 1,200 
per cent. 

‘*Deliberate murder, burglary and 
robbery will seldom be attempted un- 
less the criminal is armed. In European 
countries the criminals, as a rule, 
not armed, 

‘** On the other hand, in crimes which 
indicate the dishonesty of the people, 
such /as larceny, extortion, counterfeit- 
ing, forgery, fraud and other crimes of 

- gwindling, a comparison of conditions 
demonstrates that the morals of this 
country are better than in any other 
of the large countries or the world. 

“Tt is our united opinion that . the 
means provided in the United States for 
coping with crimes and criminals are to- 
day neither adequate nor efficient.”’ 

f dhe committee found that the parole 
and probation laws, as administered, 
*“*very generally fail to accomplish the 
purposes for which the laws were de- 
he gp and weaken the administration 
of criminal justice.’’ It recommended 
at first offenders only should be 
gible for probation and that the inde- 
terminate sentence laws.should be modi- 
fied so as to apply to first offenders 
only.’ The report.also attacked bail 
abusés and dilatory court procedure. 

**We recommend,’”’. the committee 
gaid, ‘‘ that there be enacted legislation 
limiting the time during which judges 
or courts may hold under advisement 
dilatory motions made in criminal trials; 
that at the expiration of such time, 

, without action, such a motion shall be 
deemed to be denied. 

“We find that in some of the States 
a jury is-the final judge both of the 

We believe that 
such a condition is absolutely subversive 
of a government of law and we recom- 
mend the repeal of such statutes.

BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 10.—Two new 
passenger steamships costing $3,000,000 
each will be built at once for the Buf- 
falo-Detroit division of the Detroit and 
Cleveland Navigation Company, if the 
company can obtain some assurance 
from Washington that provisions of the 
La Follette Seamen’s act governing the 
operation of boats of the lower lakes 
will be modified, it was announced here 
today by a spokesman for A. A.

It was stated that upward of $10,000,- 
000 worth of lake shipping for passen- 
ger steamship companies will be started 


at once if the act*is modified to allow 
the use of certificated seamen for able 
seamen, modification of the.three-watch 
system on the lower lakes and a reduc- 
tion of the number of men in the deck 
crew. American passenger steamships 
on the lakes, it is said, are forced to 
carry 331-3 per cent. more crew than 
Canadian competitors. 

The proposed passenger steamsh*ps 
would be the largest of their kind ever 
built for operation on the Great Lakes, 
the dimensions being, length 550 feet, 
width 100 feet, with a capacity of about 
7,000 passengers. .
